but is confident of the upward 
trend by the time the new gov- 
ernment year begins in July. 


Upon taking office the presi- 


dent brought about a 15 per cent 
cut in government pay. The last 
congress restored 10 per cent of 
this reduction.

public works expenditures until 
at least the first of the year. 


Meanwhile, he said he did not

As the caravan of 
five trucks and one automobile 
approached the end of the bridge, 
a police officer step_ped up to the 
automobile to question the driver. 
Chief of Police David Snurl said 
the violence started when another 
officer was attacked by a passen- 
ger in the automobile. 


The scuffle was a signal for the 


detail of police to swing into ac- 
tion. Riders were pulled out of 
the car and the trucks. Some at- 
tempted to run through the police 
lines and were met by swinging 
clubs. 


Only minor disturbances marked 


the arrest of the 40 from the west- 
ern New York group. Those who 
insisted on entering the city were 
hustled off to a precinct station.

officer who was stationed at the 
Showboat night club the night Ed- 
ward Chriss of Lincoln is alleged 
to have been fatally injured when 
struck by Hans Mortensen, door- 
man, 
testified in District court 


Wednesday in the trial of Morten- 
sen on manslaughter charges. 


The state charges that Chriss 


suffered the skull fracture from 
which he died when Mortensen 
struck him and knocked him to 
the pavement just outside the 
mam door of the night club. 


Luckey testified that Chriss and 


his party had been ushered from 
the club because they were noisy 
and boisterous. Then, he added, 
members of the party "dared" him 
and Mortensen to come outside.- 


The witness said Mortensen ac- 


cepted the .dare.

that he, himself, approached two 
of the men with a sap in his hand, 
but drove them 
away without 


striking a blow. He said he did 
not see Mortensen strike the blow 
that felled Chriss. 
Another witness Wednesday was 


H. W. Crosby, an apple vendor, 
who said he saw Mortensen strike 
Chriss and heard the doorman say 
"I flattened him out." 


The 
defense 
contends that 


Chriss did not suffer the skull 
fracture when hit by Mortensen, 
but was injured when he fell.

club Tuesday 


night at the University club. "I 
think most observers will agree," 
he said, "with the statement that 
'no one can deny American civil- 
ization rests uneasily on its foun- 
dations.' " 


Professor 
Virtue's 
searching 


"Critique of Capitalism" analyzed 
the system historically and as it 
is today. George E. Sokolsky, au- 
thority on the Far East who was 
a guest at the club dinner, de- 
clared the paper "a most brilliant 
exposition, unparalleled in current 
literature." 


Sellers In Charge. 


Mr. Sokolsky, however, point- 


ed out that vast untouched mar- 
kets outside capitalistic countries 
might make "a tremendous new 
expansion" possible. 
Prof. J. L. 


Sellers 
presided at the meeting, 


which was one of a series to be 
held throughout the winter. 


Answering the criticism of ad- 


vocates of economic planning that 
capitalism Is "chaotic," Prof. Vir- 
tue 
declared 
"the 
assumption 


seems not well-founded." 
"Capi- 


talism itself is a plan based on 
private property," he said. "It is a 
plan which is based on the ac- 
quisitive instinct, and a plan that 
has been 
woven on the roaring 


loom of time out of centuries of 
experience." 


"At the present time we are in 


the middle of a mighty stream. 
But we can't remain there. If elec- 
tion results should encourage us 
to go toward the left 
bank, we 


will find ourselves in strange and 
new territory. If we return to 
the right shore, we will find that 
many old landmarks have gone 
and 
there are many new ob- 


stacles." 


New Difficulties. 


If capitalism 
continues it will 


have to face the following 
new 


difficulties, Prof. Virtue said: 


1. There Is no longer » frontier. 
2. Technological unemployment, some- 


thing ol '.he system's own creation. 
3. A new virulence in the disease c! 


economic nationalism. 


4. Industry has new burdens to carry 


In the way of unpaid obligations. 


5. This is a soft age. There are new 
non-material factors. 
Debtors 
seem 
no 


longer able to take the cure of liquidation. 


6. There have been fundamental changes 


In the public mind. People have lost faith 
in captains of industry, in competition, 
and in the system itself. 
The leftuard 


shift of national church organizations is 
symptomatic of the new spirit. 


Of future possibilities toward 


strict governmental control, Pro- 
fessor Virtue said "we may corne 
to that, but not within the capi- 
talistic structure. Such centralized 
planning would require a whole 
new regime of General Johnsons. 
It would mean an end to capi- 
talism." 


About 80 heard the 
analysis, 


and the statement of Mr. Sokol- 
sky that "when the rigidities of 
the 
capitalistic system are re- 


moved, then we will be on the 
verge of a tremendous capitalistic 
advance. Japan and Great Bri- 
tain are facing the future 
from 


that standpoint, and they are out 
of the depression."

areas showed that the gross mar- 
gin of distributors during October 
ranged from 2 89 cents a quart at 
the "Quad Cities" of Illinois and 
Iowa to 6 62 cents at Greensboro, 
N C 


At the quad cities farmers are 


paid 411 cents a quart 
Whole- 


salers deliver the milk to stores at 
7 cents and consumers pay 9 cents 
either at the store or on their 
doorsteps 
Farmers delivering to 


the Greensboro market receive 
5 38 cents a quart, and the milk is 
sold to dealers for 12 cents and in 
turn to the consumer for 15 cents 


Other areas showing high mar- 


gins included Raleigh, N C , with 
a differential of 6 04 cents, Little 
Rock, 5 70, Miami, 5 45, and Knox- 
ville, 5 23 The low margin areas 
included Chicago, 291 cents, Mem- 
phis, 316, Mason Citj, la, 344, 
and Milw aukee, 3 49 


The average wholesale margin 


for the 25 cities in which dealers 
charged the same price for milk, 
whether delivered or sold at the 
store, was 4 23 cents In the 25 
cities where a higher price was 
charged for delivery the average 
wholesale margin was 372 certs

WHICH ROAD?

N ADDRESSING-an audience at Aurora Tues- 


day night, C. J. Campbell of Lincoln drew a 


very clear and a very sound issue to be settled in 
the impending November election in Nebraska. 


Mr. Campbell said, in part: 


"Before discussing this New Deal which has 


become the issue of the present campaign, this 
observation regarding political parties and 
their leadership needs to be noted. Through 
political parties, citizens express their views 
on policies of government and through politi- 
cal parties, the views so expressed are trans- 
lated into legislative or executive acts. Parties 
therefor, are necessary in giving force and ef- 
fect to the sentiment of the people in relation 
to their government and the existence of the 
parties is justified as a means of furthering the 
objects and purposes of government. 


"American has developed a two-party sys- 


tem representing opposing schools of politi- 
cal thought. During our lifetime, the dominant 
parties have been the republican and the dem- 
ocratic parties. In recent years, new political 
problems have arisen, caused by changes in 
the economic, social, and financial life of the 
nation. This has caused new party policies' 
and new party alignments and has developed 
party leadership representing such policies and 
alignments. In this development, the republi- 
can, party has become xthe conservative or re- 
actionary party, stressing property rights, 
privilege, and rugged individualism, and the 
democratic party has become the liberal or 
progressive party, emphasizing human rights, 
equality of opportunity, and social and eco- 
nomic justice. 


"The leadership of these parties 
reflects 


this fundamental difference in the principles 
of the two parties. The conservative leader- 
~ship is typified nationally by Ex-President 
Herbert Hoover and Ex-Secretaries 
of the 


treasury Andrew Mellon and Ogden Mills and 
in the state of (Nebraska by Ex-Congressman 
Simmons, republican candidate for the United 
States senate, and Dwight" Griswold, republi- 
candidate for governor, and Sam McKelvie, 
ex-governor and member of the Hoover farm 
board. In contrast, the liberal leadership is 
typified nationally by Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
president of the United States, J. J. Thomas, 
acting governor general of the Federal reserve 
board; and Senator Norris, an outstanding 
champion of human rights and in the state of 
Nebraska by such men as Roy Cochran, dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor, and Edward R.' 
Burke, democratic candidate for the United 
States senate." 
That is the issue—a sound and intelligent liber- 


alism, designed to perpetuate the ideals of de- 
mocracy and 
of representative 
government—as 


contrasted with a 
conservatism, 
which, if con- 


tinued, must mean in the end, under changing 
conditions of wide economic significance, the death 
of democracy. It is the viewpoint of standpat re- 
publicanism, best expressed by the late Calvin 
Coolidge, that America has shifted from an agri- 
cultural to an industrial democracy. The perpetua- 
tion of that industrial democracy depends upon a 
national system of privilege and favoritism. 
It 


places property rights above human rights. And 
Nebraska is an agricultural state, a progressive 
state, and a liberal state. Through its history, it 
has given to this nation more vigorous champions 
of human rights than any other American com- 
monwealth. It has given magnificent leaders in 
the exalted fight to place human beings ahead of 
the dollar. And it will remain true to its faith 
and true to its ideals.

THE SUGAR SITUATION. 


HARRY B. COFFEE, democratic candidate for 


congressman in the Fifth district, told sugar 


beet farmers in western Nebraska what must now 
be generally accepted as a fact. That is that the 
Jones-Costigan bill, establishing quota restrictions 
for sugar that may be placed on the American 
market has saved the beet sugar industry of the 
United States and placed it on a stable and per- 
manent basis. 


Coffee said that it is not Cuba that we need to 


fear as a competitor of the continental sugar pro- 
ducer, but our own island possessions. 
And this 


is true. Conditions are practically the same on the 
Virgin islands, Puerto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines as those to be found in Cuba. In those in- 
sular possessions are to be found cheap labor and 
poor living, though there has of course been a_ 
great deal of improvement. 


Nevertheless sugar can be produced there a great 


deal cheaper than it can on this continent, and it 
can and does come into the United States without 
paying any tariff. 
Obviously this condition has 


constituted a threat to the industry in the states 
and rendered it uncertain. The quotas that have 
been adopted do not materially cut down produce 
tion in the states, but place the business on a firm 
and stable foundation. 


It will have been noticed that the most vigorous 


objection to the bill came from the producers in 
Hawaii, the people on those islands depending for 
sustenance almost entirely on sugar, 
pineapples 


and tourists. 
There the work is done almost en- 


tirely by Orientals. The plantation 
owners and 


processors are anxious to send to the mainland the 
greatest 
volume of sugar possible. 
They 
are 


against any restrictions, and to have permitted this 
to go on would have had a disastrous effect upon 
the continental market. 


Senator Costigan is from a sugar state and he 


sensed the situation, as have Coffee, and others, 
and there is every reason to believe that they have 
the situation properly sized up. There may be no 
great expansion of the sugar industry in the states 
for some time to come, but the existing business 
will be in better condition than it has been for a 
number of years.

the protest made PWA officials over a ruling that 
Saunders county labor was. to be used primarily 
in the construction of-a new 
$200,000.-filtration 


plant by the city of Lincoln at the site of the wells 
on the bank of the Platte river. 


The development is one by the city of Lincoln. 


It will be paid for out of the earnings of the wa- 
ter plant by the people of Lincoln. The mere fact 
geographically that it is outside the city limits does 
not violate the spirit of the PWA regulations pro- 
viding for the use of local labor. On the contrary, 
the misinformation which resulted in the earlier 
ruling by the PWA that Saunders county labor had 
preference over Lincoln labor 
did nullify 
the 


spirit of the PWA regulations. And now the re- 
port from Washington indicating that the previous 
order had been made as a result of misapprehen- 
sion of actual conditions is encouraging. 


There is a serious problem of unemployment in 


Lincoln, and more than 3,000 families affected. 
Many of them are property owners, and all of 
them are water users, and all of them in the rent- 
als they pay will be contributing to the earnings 
of the Lincoln water plant, which must discharge 
eventually the obligation created by the develop- 
ment. 


WELCOME FORECAST. 


HOPE Dr. C. C. Clark, assistant chief of 


the United States weather bureau, isn't kid- 


ding us when he told of his optimism that favor- 
able moisture conditions will soon be restored. 


Dr. Clark's statement follows closely that in 


Washington of J. B. Kincer, chief of the climatolo- 
gy division, who believes the weather for the next 
25 years will be colder and wetter. Mr. Kincer 
points out that for the past-quarter of a century 
the world has had increasing warmth and decreas- 
ing rainfall. Records of periods before that show 
cycles of rising and falling temperature and rain 
lasting about the same number of years, and he 
thinks another turn of the weather tide may be 
imminent 


But both Dr. Clark and Mr. Kincer emphasize 


that there is no concrete indication yet of a-change 
in trend. The government for several years has 
been attempting to perfect long time weather fore- 
casting, but so far this has met with little success 
beyond a week's time. One of the objects of Ad- 
miral Byrd's Antarctic expedition is to study air 
currents as a means to making weather predictions 
over longer periods of time. 


ECONOMICAL TRANSPORTATION. 
THE recent announcement that the federal pub- 


lic works administration had loaned funds to 


eastern railroads for the construction of five more 
stream-ilned speed trains indicates a new era in 
rail transportation. 


The "bullet" trains of the Burlington and Union 


Pacific lines have proven their worth. Whether 
they will replace the present day trains is prob- 
lematical. 


That the zipping speed trains are more econom- 


ical to operate than steam-powered carriers 'is a 
fact The Union Pacific's last train not only cut 
the running time from Los Angeles to Xew York 
by 14 hours, and that after being held back on the 
eastern third of the run, but the cost of fuel was 
S220 less than it costs for steam-propelled trains. 


The Union Pacific's Diesel engines used $80 


worth of oil, as compared with $300 worth of coal j 
for the large trains. 
Only one gallon of oil was i 


burned for every ],$ mile travelled west of Chi- j 
cago.

ACCORDING TO DEPTH. 


With the beginning of winter 


and fires and indoor life, danger 
of burns again become a menace. 


Burns are classified as being of 


he first, second 
and t h i r d de- 
;ree, according 
o their depth. 
A first degree 
mrn is of the 
upper layers of 
the skin, and in 
he mildest 
orm is like 


sunburn. Sec- 
ond degree

itroycd. A third degree bum sig- 
nifies one which destroys the skin 
and underlying structures to a

The danger of a burn depends on 
ts degree, and also the amount of 
surface involved. A small burn of 
the third degree may not be dang- 
erous, although in healing it us- 
ually forms a scar. A second de- 
gree burn of wide extent in the 
body is always an extremely ser- 
ious accident 


When a person is burned from 


the explosion of a gas range or 
stove or from the ignition of kero- 
sene which gets on the clothes. 
emergency treatment consists in 
throwing a towel or blanket cr 
garment 
around 
the patient 


quenching Ihe fire in ttat way and 
then as soon as possible, cutting! 
the burned clothing off.

Simple b«ms do not require 


very elaborate treatment The im- ' 
poriant thing is> io keep air away i 


from them, and this is best done 
by covering them with some sort 
of oil as an emergency. Carron oil, 
a mixture of equal parts of linseed 
oil and line water, is the best but 
if this is not available, olive oil 
will do just as welL After the oil 
is put on, the area should be cov- 
ered with a bandage. These sim- 
ple burns are frequently treated 
by the surgeon with picric acid, 
after he has removed the 
first 


simple emergency dressing of oil. 


If olive oil is not available, lard 


or vaseline is just as good. The 
only difficulty with lard is that it 
is much more likely to be the 
cause of infection than cither olive 
oil or vaseline. The latter is prac- 
tically always sterile—at least 
sterile enough for an emergency 
dressing of this kind. 
The treatment of severe burns 


is an extremely responsible task. 
on account of the shock and body 
changes which have been induced. 
Within the last few years a new 
method of treating them, which 
promises to supersede all others 
on account of its effectiveness, has 
been introduced. The tannic acid 
treatment will be described in the 
article tomorrow.

In Western Section Of Nebraska 


SIDNEY, Neb., Oct 31—(AP) 


—The "Western Nebraska Water 
Development association, its offi- 
cials say, soon will ask the fed- 
eral government for help in fi- 
nancing another big irrigation pro- 
ject in western Nebraska. The 
proposed site of this work is the 
Lodge Pole valley in Kimball, 
Cheyenne, Deuel and Keith coun- 
ties, where thousands of fertile 
acres await only irrigation to be- 
come more valuable for diversi- 
fied farming enterprises. 


Many officials have inspected 


the valley and commented favor- 
ably on its possibilities. 
Sen. 


George W. Norris and State Sena- 
tor W. B. Banning of Union have 
offered their support when the 
plea for funds is made. 


Sinks Many Wells. 


Principal evidence of the possi- 


bilities of pump irrigation in the 
valley is contained in a log kept 
for the last 15 years by Charles 
D. Green of Sidney. Green has 
spent all of his available time since 
the war testing a subterranean 
flow of water which is located a 
short distance beneath the surface, 
attempting to find exactly the ex- 
pense involved in bringing this 
water not only to the valley sur- 
face, but to the level of the table 
lands which border the valley to 
the north and south. In consid- 
erable of this work he has had the 
assistance of Dr. G. E. Condra. 
State Geologist, Charles H. Grad- 
ner, state and county 
engineer, 


and others. 


These tests, most of •which Green 


said were made under the most 
unfavorable 
conditionsr 
reveal 


great possibilities, he believes. A 
million and a half dollars 
from 


the federal government, backers of 
the project believe, would revolu- 
tionize farming in this section. 


Water Four* Out. 


"Fourteen test wells have been 


drilled in the last few -weeks," 
Green said, "Most of them under 
the direction of Dr. Condra and 
Frank Klopping of Wayne. The 
wells are 20 or 30 feet apart on a 
hillside and near them a deep 
ditch has been dug to the level of 
the water in the test holes. A tap 


It Buy9, Roper Says\hzs been made to each weU and 


the water turned into the ditch. 
Water poured out of these crude 
holes at the rate -of several hun- 
dred gallons per minute, despite 
the fact they are 
uncased and 


poorly dug.' 


"There is an inexhaustible sup- 


ply of water in this 'hiden river.' 
which originates, so far as we can 
tell, in the Rocky mountains. A 
lew years ago we thought it would 
be an impossible engineering feat 
to get this •water to the surface at

in season, left tools and imple- 
ments owned by the county out to 
the mercy of the weather and 
loaned valuable machinery and 
equipment to various neighbors 
and wantonly wasted meat and 
supplies. 


"Evidence was further adduced 


that said Christian was in August, 
1934, 
discharged by Commission- 


ers Bennett and Cameron, and a 
three day notice to vacate the 
premises was given Christian by 
County Attorney Towle, however, 
the evidence shows that Christian, 
defying all authorities, has re- 
mained in charge of said county 
farm, aided and abetted by Carl 
O. Johnson and one J. B. Morgan, 
county clerk, who trespassed out- 
side his duties as set by statute to 
rule and dominate the board of 
commissioners."

The tax debt in Lancaster coun- 


ty of roughly $2,430,000 for 1934 
is $870,000 less than it was in 
1929 when the sum owed in taxes 
to be paid to the county treas- 
urer totaled $3,300,000. In other 
words the approximate per capita 
tax debt in Lancaster county has, 
in six years, dropped from $34 to 
$25, a reduction of $9 per capita 
in the sum to be paid the county 
and state.

both parties to indorse a specific 
proposition by adopting resolu- 
tions in their state 
conventions.

• When the initiative and refer-

PARIS, Oct. 31—(AP)—France 


has notified Great Britain she has 
made preparations to crush asy 
attempt at a nazi putsch in the 
Saar region, it was leairned today. 


The Saar votes January 13 on 


whether to rejoin Germany, unite 
with France or remain under the 
league's mandate. 


Rumors in France of activities 


of nazis in the Saar were intensi- 
fied. The French general staff has 


ordered garrisons in Alsace-Lor- 
raine to be prepared for duty 
protecting French interests.

rumors that 17,000 nazis now in 
labor camps across the German 
frontier planned a putsch on the 
night of the election, regardless 
of its outcome. 


Tax On County's Bee 


Population Shows An 
Increase During Year 


Among other things which 1934 


tax lists reveal is a surprising hop 
in Lancaster county's bee popula- 
tion—that part of it, at least, 
known as the common honey bee. 


As provided by state statutes 


the assessor must levy a tax of 10 
cents upon each colony of bees in 
the county, said money to be paid 
to the state department of agri- 
culture which uses the funds to 
inspect bee hives. In 1933 there 
was $67 due for the bee fund, in- 
dicating the presence of 670 col- 
onies in the county, but for 1934 
there is $76 owing which means 
that there must be 90 more hives 
than a year ago. 


Things look black for the fu- 


ture, however, because reports 
reaching the county agent indi- 
cate that the bee population was 
greatly reduced by the drouth.
